The jam of tong daily calendars, 
the ever increasing number and 
length of committee meetings 
coupled with a. short week be- 
cause of adjournment for Good 

eTeday prevented me for the first 

time from getting out this report 
to you last week It is a-steady 
grind now. We-begin with com- 
mittee meetings in the morning, 
barely get through in time for the 
afternoon session, which is longer 
cach day, back to meetings od 
hearings again in the evening, and 
we manage somehew to find time 
to get a bite to eat and some much 
needed sieep. This rush will con- 
tinue for the balance of the session, 
growing steadily worse as the ad- 
journment date set for May 20th, 


noon was taken up with debate on 
the repeal of the One Man Grand 
Jury Bill. The repeal was de- 
feated. Since I came‘here in 1945, 
this has been a clean legislature. 
om_what I have heard it was 
not so before the one mam-gra 
jury gave it a house cleaning. I 
could not conscientiously vote for 
its repeal. I did vote for the bill 
which proposes to take some of 
the evils out of he one-man grand 
jury system. Among other re- 
forms, the new bill provides for a 
three man Rend jury and strikes 
out the

jority of the Members felt, as I did, 


only nee votes against it. Mem- 
ers oO. e legal profession were 
divided on the repeal issue and 
carried on a long and interesting 
debate. Most of the opponents 
however supported the reform bill 
after the repear bill failed to pass.

_/ From, the standpoint of the millions, 
‘of working women it is important to 
record. that .the old-age and survivors. 
insurance program applies to them as 
- well as to.men employed jn private in- 
dustry and commerce. ‘About 31 million 
« % women -had some wages credited to 
their social security accounts at the 
beginning of 1948. : 
“. Who are these women with a stake 
‘in socjal security based on their earn- 
ings? They work in factories, mills, 
.’ shops, stores and offices. Many are em- 
ployed'in beanty parlors, hotels, restau- 
rants, tea rooms, laundries, telephone 
‘offices as well as in other places of 
usiness. Throughout the nation about 
135,000 wonlen past 65 are already re- 
ceiving monthly old-age insurance 
. Checks earned while on social security 
jobs. Of these, about 40,000 are in the 
' 10 States of Ohio, Indiana, Diinois,; 
. _ Michigan, Wisconsin, Kansas, Missouri, 
Minnesota, Iowa and Nebraska. 
From the standpoint of social insur-

Old-age and survivors in- 
surance payments to wives, widows, de- 
pendent children and dependent parents’ 
are now being made at a monthly rate 
of over 18 million dollars. 

Old-age and survivors insurance has 
kept pace with the working woman by 
making her financia! prospects brighter

The amount of her benefits depends, 
as in the case of men workers, on the 
amount of her average morthly pay 
on jobs covered by the Social Security 
Act.

"A special feature of the Jaw also pro- 
vides monthly benefits to children of a 
deceased worker who was “currently” 
insured at the time of his death and to 
the widow of such worker with children 
in her care. To be “currently” insured 
the worker must have been employed 


“in social security jobs for at least half 
‘the last three years of his life. 


: For; the widow without children in 


her care the law provides a lump-sum 
payment equal to six times the hus- 
band’g benefit amount. Upon: reaching 
age 65, she becomes entitled to a wid- 
ow’s benefit provided she has not re- 
married. . 

- Socjal security benefits, whether pay- 
able to retired workers or families of 
Geceaged workers, are not paid auto- 
maticplly. The law places the respon- 
sibility for initiating claims for workers 
and their families on the person to 
whong, benefit may be paid. Many per- 
sons go not realize this and, as a result, 
lose money because they fail to claim 
benefits or delay filing their claims. 


To AVOID the chance of: losing ben- 
efits, the Social Security Administration 
suggests that workers reaching age 65 
checki with the. nearest social security 
office,| regardless of whether they plan 
to retire. When an insured worker dies, 
it is important that a member of the 
family consult the local social security 
office {about possible benefit rights. 

Thg rise of living costs, while social 
securjty benefits remained tied to the 
scale] fixed in the decade before the 
war, jhas created a -serious crisis for 
manyj old people, widows and children. 

To (cope with this problem, the Social 
Security Administration has recom- 
mended a substantial increase in bene- 
fits including maximum family monthly 
benefjts. Adoption of this recommenda- 
tion would be of particular help to 

widows and children, 

- Anther step which has been urged 
by the Social Security Administration 
is a lowering of the eligibility age for 
woman under the retirement and elder- 
ly widow’s benefit provisions from 65 
to 60} Because wives are usually young- 
er thpn their husbands, a reduction in 
age from 65 to 60 would mean that 

about three-fifths of the wives of re- 
tired |workers would be eligible to re- 
ceive; benefits at the time their hus- 
bandg become eligible, instead of one- 
fifth,jas at present. This step would 
also help those women workers who 
lose fheir jobs at age 60 and it would 
ease ithe financial burden for women 
who Become widows at age 60—particu- 
larly jthose who have never worked out- 
side their own homes.

wine It needn’t be if a few 
cf the painter's tricks are applied to 
home use: ¢ 

Gne Of the things most ageravating to 
the amateur paintér is paint running 
down the handle of the brush. This need 
not happen if the-brush is dipped only 
half, way up the bristles into the paint, 
ani the excess paint is wiped off on the 
rim of the paint pail as the brush js 
removed. This also works the remaining 
paint into the brush. 

To make painting easier, paste a tarde 
paper plate to the bottom of the paint 
can. This will catch the drips and pe 
nate carrying around a 
messy newspaper. It 
also provides a place to 
rest the brush. 

Some people ¢annot 
stand the odor of fresh 
paint. By hanging up a 
sack containing two 
pounds of charcoal the 
edor wili be absorbed. 
_ And pefhaps not so 
quick, but easier, is to 
place about the room, 
at intervals, large on- 
fons cut in two. 

When painting around 
windows or “in close 
areas, mask the edges 
- with masking tape or 
adhesive tape. Then the 
paint can be brushed 
on without regard for the edges. The 
tape is easily removed after the paint 
is dry. 

A pair of wide plastic goggles, lixe 
those used by motorcycle riders, wl 
protect the eyes from splatters when 
painting overhead. 

A piece of gauze snapped around the 
wrists with elastic bands will keep paint 
from running down the arms if the 
brush is overloaded with it. 

If paint collects at the rim of the can, 
poke four nail holes around the bottom 
of the rim and the paint will drip back 
into the can.
